EVILS OF EXCESSIVE POPULATION

The Abolition of Farm Rent Would
Only Partially Remedy thoe
Tronbhle—Wholesale Emigras
tion Her Salvation.

The Poverty of Ireland,

Translated from an article in the
Maris Revue des Deux Mondes:  In a
population of S5 000,000 there are 200,000
Landlords, of whom 170,000 go to Euge-
land, 20000 to lTreland and 10000 10
Scotlond.  Tu other tevims, one Fnglish
landholder to twenty-=ix hotnseholdeps,
while in the United States there counts
one to every three, and in ranco one
to evory two. In Ireland the dispros
portion is yvel preator: one to ovoery
fiftv-two: while the soil is poor and the
pupulition densepr—I80 o the
mile.  There iz a limit in everything.
No country exclusively agrienltural—us
is the case with Treland, deprived of
manufactories and maching shops—oean
support a population of over one hun-
dred inhabitants to the square mile.
Therein Hes the whole Trish  provlem.
Spain, Portugal and Hungary arve, in
Furope. the three countiries which, like
[reland, depend ehiefly upon their ticld
products; yet their othor souroes of reyvs
enue exceed hers, while the proportion
to the square mile is but eighty-six in-
habitants in Spain, 126 in Portugal, and
125 in Hungnry,

If in France it rensches 186, at the
stme time showing an averago  pros-
pevity greater than elsewhore, one
must sttribute it to tho fact that Franove
possesses far superior resources, lurgo
muchine shops, numerous munufnctories
and an accumulated  capital nvestod
abrond: and the one-half of her populia-
tion derives from these various sources
an income independent of that  whien
the land produces. I in England, the
density of the population, which was
290 to the square mile in 1531, had rison
to 100 in 1871, nud s now 450, thus at-
tining o figure whose equivalent may
be found only in the pich Ganges valley
ot in certadn provinezs of Ching, it is
becinse Eugland is the most cnormons
worlkshop in the world: bociuse she pos-

conceive Low miserable is the condition
of 000000 Trish, distributed over o
surfioe of ot one-half the extent, and
dependent nlmost exelusively upon the
tillngre  of  the earth and what it
brings in, Ireland possossos 1,000 0000
inlhinhitants  whom lknows nok
whint to do with, and whom she cannot
foed, The excessive poverty of the
wople isan insurmountably obstacla to

the sullen, remorseless pecollection thnt
he might slpep thenceforth no more in
his own bod and oopder his own roof-
trec, but on a stone  floor of noisomae
dampmess inside walls twelve foot thick,
whers he kinew not, save by the horror
and mystory of his survoundings, and
removed forover from tha knowledpgo
and love of bis family and the rescue of
tho Inw,

Tho great gloomy mass of masonry
which Frenchmon eallod La DBastille,
“the bulldiog,"” as if it woro o ballding
apart feom and above nll others, reared
its cight gleantie castellatod towers
near the gate of 81, Antoine in Paris,
It covered s good deal more ground
thon the New York postoffice doos, il
the battlemants pose high in the air be-
yond the rench of ordinary attaek, A
great  diteh  twenty-five oot doeep
wunrded the hases of these towers, in
whicvh (thoweh the world know 1t not)
were the cells of the prisoners. Drain-
ing out of this moat and through some
of the undorground dungeons wore tho
ditches  that eavried off the prison
dendnnge and filth, Into the most hor-
rible of all the cells the specially un-
fortunate, the most bitterly hoated weroa
thrust, ty suffoeate in darvkness alone,
shut forever beyond the learving of
mankiud.

The Bastile, which the people alimost
regavded ssa living thing, 0 monster
more fricghtful than any since the Min-
otaur, had three opochs inits eareer of
existeneo, It was built by Charles V.
in 15689, Soib stood for 420 venrs,

At tirst it was o roval forteess, not os-
sonlinlly differing from mnny  othor
fortresses in 'rance, excopt in the fepro-
clous strangth of its walls and sullen
depths of its fToundations, in which the
dungeons wepe alterward dug, Boing
the royal fortress of Paris, it got to be
recognizad as the citadel of Athens,
Veary different wins the stately fortross,
the impregnable sale deposit of the
rovial and municipal majesty from what
it wis to bo.

Charles VIT. made  the Bastile the
great stato prison, snd it at once took
on a strong vesomblunee to the Towor
of London, But cruelty and outeage
were not yol associated with its walls.
Tn 1S the peopla of Parvis broke  into
the Bastile and reached the eolls of the
Princes Armagnne, who were contined
there as state prisoners,  The princes
woero massietodd, This was the Bastile’s
baptisim of vapine and  blood.  These
twin furies never o it afterwards.

Toe thivd and  Inst ¢hange in history
took pliaee when  the  DBastile heeame o
common juil,  This was after the death
of Louis NIV, From that time on antil
the end the minister’s vival, the prinee’s
pot aversion, the queon’s encmy, the
king's disearded favorite, tha trollop,
the muerderer, the thief  eropned and
sufferved and stipeved and died in o com-
mon agony, under a commen roof, and
with s common  hopelessness of redress
or rolease,

For 400 years the Bastile had been
the supreme logic  of  the tyreant,
whether on the throna o heneath it

The suspocted, the  hated, the dangor-
ous, s well ns the eriminal, were foreed
toyicld to its arguments.

Nobody Knew what went on within
thie Bustile, Dut fearful ramors of roe-
moracless wrong, strange, faint erivs of
despeibr and death, |];ii-|'w-rl its monster
walls sometimes and stole out into the
eity. Such voices in the night Kindled
a michty tre of wmge aud revenge,
which smouldered for years, The very
witlls of the big den of all thiat was de-
testable stank an the people’s nosteils
and recked in the morning sunlight,

At lost this torvent of fiory hate hurst
its bareiers, and as il amazed that they
hadu™t done it long since, on the morn-
ing of that eventinl day. just ninety-
seven yoenrs ngo, the people made arosh
for its honrey walll, Outside of the moat.
and eompletely surrounding it and  the
bastile itself, was an outer buaericr, with
ramparts and o ‘garrison of thirty-two
Swiss soldiers. Within, the mainsteue-
ture was  garrvisoned by o few able-
bodied men and nearly n hundred super-
annuatal or invalided troops of thoe
king's guard.  Governor Delaunny com-
munded thom and the prison. But thoey
didn’t stop the mob loug,

such popular fupy had not darved to
ecome to the surface since the erusude of
Peter the Hermit, the fiest Salvation
Aviy preacher.  The entrance to the
lu-i.-un was adorned by three gibbets,

Tndervthese vhie pooplein wild disorder,
vetstrony as giants in their conmon
purpose, rashed with the rage of a longe
pent mountain torrent and  swept  the
guavds under and smashed the  gates
and thred the wooldwork, and poured on-
ward and forward into the mouldy hell
withine Then for the fiest thme  wers
the soceets of the Bustile shown in the
open doy.

On roared and  foamed the populae
overflow, Wenk men and women who
couldn’t have laid a course of stone on
its wolls scomed sudidenly gifted with
superhuman strength, and tora whole
towers ll|l‘.'. n. “rl]ll'm AXOH, h!llllﬂl‘liny,
torehes, boyvonets, daggers and  crow-
hurs wopre the wenpons with which thoy
dyd thelr dpeadful work,

As tower after tower of the prim
eight wis reached and  rapsackaod, the
fiendish hardships of the prisonces bo-
ciime appirent, No prisoner was peieor

to light and wir than two fect. That
wis the least thickness of the towoer
walls, Some of the cells worein the

conterof i miass of Ip=oULey twonty fasest
thiiel in )l diveetions, communicating
with the outside sir by o bierod “win-
dow™ four inehes square, in which L
fieht was long  boefore it conld
punetrate the dripping trongh.

Only seven Hiving prisonovs could he
found by its ¢aptors in the Hastile,
Among them was o hollow-oyad, raggad
wan o whose pale forohoead youth bhad
withopred befope his bened  sprouted,
He was the Count de seloge, o prisoner
sinee He was aleven yeurs uld!

Anothar wos paned Tavernier. Ho
wigs clothed ouly in ehulas, unid his
motted white looks, e had baon in s
hiastile thivty yours, e wuy droggod
out of one af the dungeons below the
woit, which opesed open only in the
B WAL, [ B R I8 IS BUVIOrs,
duwnd, disbimnght by torpibhy cx-
proiunea.

Phe pitiabla. spectacle of this vietim
of depntiszm nddeld ol Lo the furl)' of

the captovs, The Zudrds dud luug slage

fallen or fled. Door aftor door wna
burst, stalrway aftor staivway fired,

At last the walls begnn to fnll with
thunderous ornsh and o ronr sand nn
nvidlinehe of dust that sroused all Pavie,
The battloments tumbled into and fllod
up the woat, the sublerranenn cells
wors dug opon only to he elosed forevoer,
und the pluce was raced to the general
level and left free to the winds of
henven nnd the sunshine.
